pushed forward, this time having 
the support of a certain amount of 
artillery. Moeuvres was strongly 
held, but the Irish stormed the de- 
fenses with bombs and forced their 
way half through the village. Here 
they came up against a heavy bar- 
ricade which they took with the 
bayonet and for a time drove the 
Germans out of the village. In the 
afternoon the Germans approached 
from the east side of the canal for 
& counter-attack, but this was 
smashed by machine-gun and rife 
fire. 

Later in the afternoon the Ger- 
man artillery opened up and heav- 
ily shelled the trenches held by the 
British south of Moéuvres. 
Thursday morning the Irish were 
holding most of Moeuvres and the 
east bank of the canal. In the aft- 
ernoon the Germans delivered a sud- 
den counter-attack from the north 


and, after hand-to-hand fighting 
through the streets and among the 
houses, they forced the British to 
withdraw to the southern outskirts. 
This morning the Irish again surged 
forward against the town and at an 
early hour had worked their way 
around toward the north. 

In the Graincourt section, on the 
right of the Irish, remarkable work 
was done by cavalry on the first 
day. The horsemen had swept for- 
ward and captured Anneux by Tues- 
day evening. This represented an 
advance of about 7000 vards, which 
ia said to be a record for one day. 
Two squadrons of horses ac- 
complished the downfall 
and captured it between 
o'clock in the evening. This place 
was found to have a system of cata- 
combs under the church and these 
were held by the Germans, who had 
an electric power station for light- 
ing. An elaborate battalion head- 
quarters fell Into British hands. 

““ COUNTER-BLOWS. 


During Tuesday night the Ger- 
mans countey-attacked Anneux with 
troops which had just been brought 
m the Russian front. A strong 
battle took place and the British 
withdrew. Wednesday morning the 
British again ‘attacked Anneux and 
recaptured it. 

Proceeding northward, the Brit- 
ish drove the enemy from the 
trenches near the.edge ef Bourlon 
wood. This trench. was so remark- 
ably well camouflaged that no sign 
of it was visible until the British 
saw German faces apparently com- 
ing out of the ground. A hand-to- 
hand battle began: - Later the Brit- 
ish were forced to withdraw slightly 
because of heavy machine-gun fight- 
ing, from Bourton villages. Yester- 
day morning the British again at- 
tacked the trench with the assist- 
ance of tanks and established their 
line around the southern fade of the 
wood. 

The troops which captured Fies- 
quieres and Cantaing encountered 
hard resistance at the former place 
the first day of the offensive, Tanks 
led the Infantry in the attack, but 
the Germans, with the assistance of 
heavy guns, held out the whole of 
Tuesday in the face of strong at- 
tack. Wednesday morning the Brit- 
ish again attacked and this time 
forced the Germans from the village 
after taking their guns. 

Wednesday the advance was rap- 
id. Strong resistance was encoun- 
tered at the sunken road between 
Marcoing and Graincourt, and very 
heavy machine-gun fire frorh the 
Sirection of Cantaing and RBourlon 

. The British, however, bat- 
ted their way forward with rifies 
and bayonets and by neon had 
fcreed an entrance into Cantaing. 
Wednesday night the advance con- 
tinued and an aseault was made on 
Fontaine Notre D The Ger- 
mans battled determinedly here, and 
there wae very hard fighting at close 
quarters before the British ‘fthally 
drove the enemy out. 

The British remained in posses- 
sion of Fontaine until shortly after 
roon yesterday, when the Germans 
made a heavy counter-thrust and 
again occupie@ the town. However, 
the British wére forced to withdraw 
only a short distance and stil] hold 
the ground from Cantaing to the 
south of Bourlon wood. The story 
of the fighting at Marcoing and 
Masnieres already has been told and 
this completes the summary of the 
operations before Cambrai since 
Tuesday morning. 

There was, however, heavy fight - 
ing to the north in the region of 
Bullecourt. The main objective 
here was the famous tunnel trench, 
an underground fortification of great 
strength about 2000 yards long. The 
entire trench was mined, as the 
British well knew, and behind it the 
Germans had dug 1000 yards of sup- 


port trench. Many concrete pill 
boxes also reintoragd the trench de- 
fenses. 


For a month the’ ‘British had been 
keeping the Germans nervous by 
putting down smoke barrages and 
employing gas. The enemy had be- 
come so accustomed to this that 
when the British started a flurry of 
gunfire at dawn Tuesday the Ger- 
mans thought it was more of the 
game thing and they were caught 
unawares. 

The greatest danger which the 
attackers faced was the possibility 
of the ‘minés being blown up, and 
they knew this must be avoided. 
Accordingly, they took along a hody 
of expert tunnelmen. By good for- 
tune they mastered the secret of 
the mines and cut the lead wires. 
This enabled the British -infantry, 
which swarmed into the trench, to 
prevent the enemy from setting off 
the explosives. 

A hot fight took place in the 
tunnel. Many Germans battled with 
bayonets to the death, and 400 
enemy bodies were counted after 
the conflict. In addition, more 
than 700 prisoners were taken.. 

Further evidence of the German 
unpreparedness for an offensive in 
the Cambrai sector was obtained 
today in the capture of an order 
drawn up by a German battalion 
commander, the day before the at- 
tack. It was his summary of 
events for a week, and he drew this 
conclusion: 

“The attitude of the 
clearly is one of defensive.” 

The commander was stationed tn 
the forward area and it is quite 
apparent he did not know what 
was going on. It was also evident 
that the higher command had no 
information or it would have in- 
formed him.

IS IT RIGHT TO HATE) 


this day, when a vast and mighty Hate is abroad in the world and men 
(Christian and heathen alike) are dying in their millions because of it, 
the devout Christian must ask himself ‘Can it be right to hate?” 

_ .Yet before this bloody debacle of hate gripped the world in 1914 and 
spread its fierce flame of devastating calamity through the nations, the great 
doctrine of love had never seemed so fruitful. In all directions the gentle 
creed of tolerance, of mercy, of fraternal brotherhood was gaining ‘impetus. 
Love was to rule the world—not Error. Age-old antagonisms between 
nations were being adjusted by ententes cordiales; arbitration and reciprocity 
were definite ideals towards which the statesmen were steadily working; 
international understandings’ were thé main theme in diplomatic circles, 
interchange of professors between the great universities of all countries for 
the furtherance of international brotherhood were the vogue; deputations 
of statesmen, of people's representatives, of teachers, of civic authorities, of 
students, of social workers, of, women’s committees were being sent upon 
semi-official visits from country to country; military authorities visited each 
other's annual army maneuvres; fleets paid courteous visits to foreign coun- 
tries; and great international conferences were held annually in the various 
capitals of the world; men of science, doctors, philosophers, artists, musicians, 
writers, met for international conference; the press of the world was working 
co-operatively for spreading international knowledge, international

In many passages are we taught to hate that which is hateful, to set our 
faces sternly against the foes of principle and righteousness. We are taught 
to suffer all things that righteousness may be upheld, that the ingrained prin- 
diples of Christianity and its ideals may triumph—to trample under foot the 
salt which has lost its savor. 7 | | 

. We may not hate for selfish greed, we may not hate for personal gain; 
but WE MAY HATE THE DEVIL AND ALL HIS WORKS; we may hate 
the evil that men do, we may hate the abuse of great power, we may hate 
the depravity and wickedness that drags the sublime principles of humanity 
and truth into contempt and contumely. : 

The righteous wrath of God is_preached throughout the Bible. Much 
patience does He show unto erring people but, to quote the 78th Psalm: 
“He gave his people also over to the sword, and was wroth with his in- 
heritamce . . . AND HE SMOTE HIS ENEMIES IN THEIR HINDER 
PARTS, HE PUT THEM TO A PERPETUAL SHAME.” 

And “These be days of vengeance that all things that are prophesied 
may be fulfilled.” The vengeance of righteous wrath against a shattering of 
the things that the world holds dear and sacred, against the outrage of the 
soul's best ideals, against a great power used for the triumph of evil _ 

There is a stage at which love and tolerance, submission and humility 
become a sin, that stage when evil stalks in the land upheld by the armed 
hordes of great power, when a mighty influence for good has been perverted 
into the Cage 9 of depravity and debasement. And we must remember 
we have loved our enemies in the past; we did do unto them ‘as we would be 

‘done by; and when they persisted in their doctrine of ruthlessness, we did 
reason and confer with them and strive to give the soft answer which turneth 
away wrath. And always their evil triumphed. : ; 

| Hymns of hate, hateful philosophies, hateful creeds, hateful and con- 
scienceless propaganda, hateful crimes are no subjects for merciful tolerance. 
Righteous indignation against them and the sacrifice of comfort and happi- 
ness to their downfall become the duty of all who have faith and hope in 
love, high principles and life everlasting. We must hate the evil, even while 
we pity the evil-doer, we must punish with al! our strength that our enemy 
may be lovable and tolerable once more. Ours is not a hate of men but a 
hate of the evil that men do, a S3cfensive hate that the dearest principles of 
the world may not sink into ra ignominy and contempt. Ours is not an 


unforgiving hate vowing eternal vengeance, but a tremendous concerted 
effort to right unutterable wrongs, to purge a wanton nation of it sfalse ideals,

FPTER THE SALOON, WHAT. 
Victories carry with them responsfbill- 
ties. Los Angeles has adopted an initiative 
ordinance fixing a date when all saloons 
must close permanently, when the sale of 
ardent liquors must cease and when no 
drinks containing alcohol may be sold in 
restaurants and cafes after 9 o'clock in 
the evening. This triumph for the cause of 
temperance is notable; but it is neceasary 
for the forces of good government to do 
sometiiing else than celebrate if the fruits 
of their achievement are not to be lost. 


Closing the saloons is both a moral and 
an economic measure. There are many 
bars that are known to the police as prop- 
agating stations for vice and crime: and 
the amount of money expended daily for 
drinks is more than sufficient to supply the 
whole city with bread But it is, neverthe. 
less, a fact that the saloon had come to 
supply a well-recognized demand in mod- 
ern social life. In many ways it had be- 
‘come a convenience. Workingmen found 
in it a lounging place. Some business men 
found it a convenient place for entertain- 
ing and for. escape from an undesirable 
caller. Visitors found it a gonvenient cen- 


it was a part of the business of the bar 
keeper to be well posted tn local geography 
and history. Even the down-and-outer 
found a professional wélecome so long as 
hie change lasted. There are times In cer- 
tain lives when the heart becomes so cold 
and numb that even the smile that fs paid 
for carries a certain degree of warmth. 
The saloon supplied also the need for pub- 
lic comfort stations that the municipality 
has never recognized. 
Saloon-keepers have long understood that 
pot more than 20 per cent. of their sales 
were occasioned by a desire on the part 
of @he consumer for strong drink: the so- 
cial drinker, the casual customer seeking 
information and persons in search of public 
comfort conveniences comprise much of the 
trade. The saloon advocate still holds to 
the opinion that the passing of the saloon 
will leave a want which can be filled only 
by dives and “blind pigs.” These citizens 
observe with cynicism that the surest way 
to create a desire for something is to. pass 
a law against it, and they hold taat vice 
and crime will increase when the sale of 
liquor is no longer regulated by the law. 
The experience of other municipalities does 
not sustain this extreme view; it is appar- 
ent that the 80 per cent. who use the sa- 
loon as a Social center or a convenience 
station will turn elsewhere; and a well- 
regulated police force, supported by public 
opinion, may be trusted to round up all the 
blind pigs. 

But it will be a mistake if careful con- 
sideration is not given to the many wants, 
other than a thirst for ardent liquor, which 
the saloons have filled. Public comfort sta- 
tions are a hygenic necessity for modern 
municipalities, and American cities are 
fifty years behind those on the continent 
and in Great Britain In supplying them.

AD COMMISSION. 
Fattest of all the California com- 
missions and bureaus is the State 
Railroad Commission. It is one of 
the oldest State commissions, but it 
did not develop its repacious ap- 
Detite for tax funds until it came 
under “Progressive” control :in 1911. 
Prior to that date the commission 
expended less than $30,000 a year; 
that amount doesn't last the pres- 
ent commission a month. The Leg- 
jalature appropriated $707,300 for 
the support of the commission dur- 
ing the next two years. The num- 
ber of commissioners has been ad- 
vanced from three to five and the 
annual salary of each has risen from 
$2490 a’year to $8000 a year. 


> But that appropriation of $707,300 


does not represent the total expense 
of the commission. It is empowered 
to collect for investigations, fees 
that were estimated when the new 
constitutional amendment affecting 
the commission paseed, to be suf- 
ficient to bear its total expense. The 
appropriation is in addition to fees 
which were estimated at the time 
the commission was included in the 
constitution to be sufficient to de- 
fray ite entire expense. The 
commission creates its own miner 
Offices and fixes the salaries which 
its deputies shall recetve. The Rail- 
road Commission was the greatest 
Political asset of the Btate machine 
during the last State campaign. The 
commiss'on i@ empowered to fix the 
rates thet pulbtic service corporations 
may charge for tneir service. Nat- 
urally, the taxes which those corpo- 
rations pay are considered when 
rates are fixed. The tuik of the 
State current expense money com@ 
from the public service corporations. 
Whenever an advance te made, the 
corporations are assured that 
will be fully considered in fixing the 
rates which taey may charge for 
their service. The railroads and 
power companies are not digturbed 
by higher taxes, provided they are 
permitted to charge more for their 
service. No Tammany Hall chief in 
his palmiest days ever devised a 
more clever scheme to mulct the 
taxpayers through indirect taxation. 


ACCIDENT COMMISSION, | 
Second only to the Railroad Com- 
mission in gross expense is the In- 
dustrial Accident Commission. This 


commission was created on the rep- 
resentation that it would be self- 
supporting; but it received an appro- 
priation ‘from the Legislature this 
year of $425,000 in tax money. It 
seems incredible that such a body 
should be able to expend so vast a 
sum in addition to the fees which 
it collects from the employers of the 
State for its services; but when one 
reads from the roster of State com- 
missions that Meyer lLisener is 
among them the wonder ceases. 


COLONIZATION COMMISSION. 


High itn the ranks of tax consum- 
ers stands a new recruit in the band 
of forty commissions, the Land Col- 
onization Commission. Through this 
commission the State is embarking 
in real estate speculation. The com- 
missioners are. empowered to buy 
tracts of land with State money and 
resell them to private individuals. 
When the act was passed it was 
termed the “grafter’s delight.” No 
limitations are placed about the pur- 
chase of the land by the commis- 
sioners and they are permitted to 
resell under conditions of their own 
making. 

But the commissioners are not iIn- 
tended to be pikers. The Legislature 
made this clear when, In addition to 
extending to them the credit of the 
State for land speculation. it voted 
an appropriation of $260,000. No

Corporation Commissioner Carna- 
han is the head of one of the most 
dictatorial of the forty State com- 
missions. It is unpopularly known 
as the Blue Sky Commission. It has 
been granted extraordinary powers 
and these powers are exercised in an 
extraordinary manner by Commis- 
sioner Carnahan. His fitness for the 
position was demongtrated by the 
valuable political service he rendered 
as chairman of a Progressive-Repub- 
lican Club tn his home town. — 

At the present time Carnahan ex- 
ercises a dictatorship over every cor- 
poration in the State that seeks to 
market its securities or increase its 
capital stock, He decides whether 
newly organized corporations shall 
be permitted to sell their securities,

MARKET COMMISSION. 
Producer. and consumer alike 
have had occasion during the last 
twelve months to berate the State 
Market Commission. During the last 
seasion of the Legislature the hard- 
est fight for the old Johnson ma- 
chine was to keep protesting con- 
sumers from separating State Mar- 
ket Commissioner Weinstock from

But 
the Legislature kindly passed an 
emergency appropriation, taking the 
money needed from the general tax 
fund. | 
BANKING COMMISSION. 
Among the dynasties set up 
through the creation of commissions 


a high place is occupied by the State 
Banking Commission. A State Bank 
Commissioner has been among the 
appointive State officials Jor many 
years, but it has devolved upon a 
Progressive administration to make 
of the banking commissioner a dic- 
tater who can oppress any State 
bank, however reputable and sol- 
vent, until conditions become intol- 
erable for the directorate. 

There is a big banking institution 
in the North that has come into 
prominence during the last six 
years, and which is said to owe 
much of ite prosperity to the favors 
of the State administration. As the 
State collects expends nearly 
$10,000,000 a year, it is an excel- 
lent client for favered bankers. 

Recent amendments to the State 
banking laws have been_ made with 
an eye to increasing the power of 
the State Bank Commissioner, and 
the present incumbent has neglected 
no opportunity to exercise his new- 
ly-acquired authority. The expenses 
of the banking commission do not 
appear in the general appropria- 
tions of the Legislature for the rea- 
son that the money is taken from 
the payments of the banks. Former- 
ly the expense was about $16,000 
a year. At present it ls more than 
$5000 a month. | 

INSURANCE COMMISSION, 

Under the present regime the 
State Insurance Commission consists 
of Alexander McCabe, former secre- 
tary to former Gov. Johnson, and 
as, many deputies as MoCabe cares 
to hire. The salaries to be paid 
the deputies and the expenses of 
the office concern McCabe only. The 
Legislature has given to him a white 
card, on which he may write as 
many debits as he likes. 

To defray the exp of this 
commission, the Insurance Commis- 
sioner is empowered to levy aasess- 
ments on insurance companies with- 
in the State. The Legislature esti- 
mated that McCabe could get along 
on $6000 a month, but he is em- 
powered to levy extra assessments 
if he runs short. If the insurance 
companies fail to come through 
they lose their licenses. McCabe 
gets a personal salary of $6000 a 
year and audits his own expense 
account. As a political sinecure the

IMMIGRATION AND HOUSING 
COMMISSION. 

When the pay roll of the State 
Labor Bureau became so top-heavy 
as to be classed as a public scan- 
dal, the politicians decided to light- 
en it a bit by creating a new com- 
mission where a part of the army 
of walking delegates might be cared 
for. The new labor’union propagat- 
ing station was named the Immi- 
gration and Housing Commission. 

California has about as much 
necessity for an Immigration and 
Housing Commission as a cat has 
for two tails. The Federal tmmi- 
gration department has established 
a number of branche’ in California, 
and all questions involving viola- 
tions of the immigration laws are 
handied by the Federal agents. 
Even the great State of New York 
has vo Immigration and Housing 
Commission, for the good reason 
that any legitimate activities of the 
commission would be but a duplica- 
tion of the work of the Federal de- 
partment. 

That there is no necessity for a 
housing commission in a State 
where there are no tenement dis- 
tricta and no slums is self-apparent. 
But the Legislature appropriates 
$90,000 every two years for the sup- 
port of this worse-than-useless com- 
iesion. 

INDUSTRIAD WELFARE COM- 
MISSION, 

California’s Industrial Welfare 
Commission spends $26,000 a 
year in seeking to discover whether 
women and minors in the State are 
sufficiently paid and properly 
housed. If it were not that the 
Same purpose is served by at least 
three other commissions, the work 
of the commission might be of im-

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sion has done a vast amount of 
harm.

REAL ESTATE COMMISSION. 

A new commission not yet fully 
classified is the Real Estate Com- 
mission. This commission is a cre- 
ation of the last Legislature. Its real 
intent seems to be to get a political 
line on the real estate companies 
and brokers in the State. California's 
rapid advance in wealth has made, 
real estate speculation both profit- 
able and popular. 

So when the Legislature met last 
winter a bill was already prepared 
which provided for licensing all real 
estate dealers and agents and penal- 
izing any one who aided or abetted 
the sale of a piece of real estate of 
which he was not the owner or the 
owner-to-be, unless he had first se- 
cured a license from a State com- 
mission. 

ORPHAN’S AID COMMISSION. 

No one seems to have discovered 
the meat on which the Orphans’ 
Aid Commission feeds, and its sud. 
den expansion is very much of a 
mystery. Few legislators themselves 
were aware that they voted $1,043,- 
200 for this commission at the ljast 
session. 
CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. 

While the Civil Service Commis- 
sion was created as a reform meas- 
ure, the commissioners were not of 


a caliber te resist the greed for

reproach to the name of civil serv- 
ice. 

A civil service commission is sup- 
posed to be nonpartisan, buf that of 
California has fallen far short of 
the mark. In 1914 the “Progres- 
sive” registration was lees than 2° 
per cent. of the total registration of 
the State: but $9% per cent. of those 
who passed successful civil service 
examinations were registered as 
“Progressives.” 

WhenSthe commission was created 
the gross expense was estimated at

VITICULTURAL COMMISSION. 

Work formerly performed by two 
deputies, along with their other du- 
tles, is now performed by a Viticul- 
tural Commission, at an expense to 
the taxpayers of more than $15,000 
a year. 

During the last session of the Leg- 
islature an attempt was made by 
the anti-liquor elentent to secure the 
abolishment of this commission. The 
drys asserted that the whole and 
sole purpose of the commission was 
to prepare data for the use of the 
liquor element. 

HORTICULTURAL COMMISSION 

The Horticultural Commission is 
one of the old State bureaus. Un- 
der Republican administrations the 
expense of this commission reached 
at times $17,500 a year, and this 
expense was loked upon as extraor- 
dinary. The commission still per- 
forms the same work as in former 
years, but the cost has climbed to 
$75,000 annually. 

RECLAMATION COMMISSION. 
No other State department was 
subject to such violent criticism dur- 
ing the 1917 session of the Legisia- 
ture as the Reclamation Commis- 


sion. This commission has been 
given almost abselute powers over 
the formation of districts for the 
purpose of reclaiming swamp lands, 
especially those that are flooded by 


body is in session. 
meets but once in two years and 


the overflow of California rivers.

Most of the expense of the Re- 
clamation Commission is assessed 
against the reclamation districts: 
and the protests from the property 
owners of the assessed territory are 
as violent as the floods which render 
s0 much of the land untillable. 

This commission is empow- 
ered to levy arbitrary assessments 
on the property of districts, which 
it forms; a failure to pay those as- 
sessments means the loss of prop- 
erty. This commission collects and 
expends hundreds of thousands, at 
times millions, of dollars annually. 
It is arbiter of its own expense. 

MOTOR VEHICLE BUREAU. 

When the State administration 
turned to the licensing of motor ve- 
hicles as a fruitful source of State 
revenue, the occasion was offered 
for installing a new bureau, in which 
the expense could be gaged by the 
amount of revenue collected. Prior 
te 19811, the expense of issuing li- 
censes and collecting revenue in the 
motor vehicle department was nomi- 


nal. The work was performed by } 


five deputies in the office of the 


Secretary of State. 


Now the Motor Vehicle Bureau is 


among the big commissions ef the 
State. It employs at times as many 
as 200 deputies, and its expenses are 
about $159,000 a year. This bureau 
is one of the most Valuable aids to 


the State machine. 
The expenses of the department 


are defrayed by the license collee- 
tions. For absolute waste of money 
there are few commissions superior 
to the Motor Vehicle Bureau. 


STATE TAX COMMISSION. 
When the 1915 Legislature sub- 


mitted to the voters of the State a 


constitutional amendment, provid- 
ing a new method for levying State 


and county taxes, it created a State 
Tax Commission to operate under 
the new law. The proposed amend- 


ment was beaten, but the State Tax 


Commission continued to survive. 


The commission has already ex- 
pended $75,000, vet no one seeme 


to know for what purpose the money 
was expended, except that it went 


to pay %$5000-a-year salaries to 
political favorites of former Gev. 


Johnson. The present status of the 
commission is not clearly define.

LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL. 
The expense of the Attorney-Gen- 


eral's office, has increased $25,000 
a year under a “Progressive” ad- 


ministration.

Counsel Bureau, which expends an 
extra $25,000 every two years. Its 
chief value is in the political as- 
sistance it renders to the admini«- 
tration.

VETERINARY COMMISSION. 

Through a method of reasoning 
that politicians alone understand 
the cost of the State Veterinary 
Bureau increased in the ratio that 
the number of horses and herds of 


cattle decrease in California. The} 


last Legislature increased the ap- 


propriation for the Veterinary Com- 


mistion a slight matter of $74,000 


over that made two years ago. The 


reason seems to be that motor 
transportation has so lessened the 
number of horses that the deputies 
have to work overtime to find ani- 
mais to inspect. 

STATE DAIRY COMMISSION. 

The State Dairy Commission was 
not abolished when the Veterinary 
Bureau Was empowered to inspect 
the dairy herds. On the contrary, 
its appropriation was increased. So 
the dairymen are compelled to pay 
tribuge and obey the edicts of both 
commissions. 

A suggestion was made during the 
last session of the Legislature that 
the Dairy Commission should be 
abolished, as it was no longer need- 


ed. This suggestion was taken by 


the State bureaucracy as a direct re- 
flection on commissionized State gov- 


ernment. iIn place of abolishing the 
commission, ite appropriation was in- 
creased $17,500,

One might be led to judge from its 
name that the Capitol Buildings 
Commission ts one of the lesser State 
bureaus; but this is a false assump- 
tion, as a glance at the appropria- 
tions made by the Legislature at- 
tests, The care of the Capitol bullid- 
ings and grounds at Sacramento was 
formerly under the direction of the 
Secretary of State. But when the 
voters of the State tmpudently elect- 
ed Frank Jordan, a stalwart Repub- 
lican, to the office of Secretary of 
State, the “Progressive’ machine de- 
cided that the parting of the ways 
had arrived, 

So the care of the Capitol bullé- 
ing and grounds was intrusted to a 
separate commission with a “Pro- 

ssive’’ newspaper publisher at its 
‘ead, The last Legislature appro- 
Priated $156,335 for the expense of 
thfs commission. 

BOARD OF AGRICULTURE. 

BStaie been abandoned 
in most of the Eastern mates for the 
reason that chambers of commerce 
and boards of trade fill the func- 
tions of the former agricultural aase- 
clations. But the State machine 
has found the machinery of a BState 
fair too valuable in a political way 
to be diecarded. This year's appro-

FREE TEXT-BOOK COMMISSION. 
When the Legislature decided 
that the taxpayers as a whole and 


hot the parents of school children 


should pay for the echoo!l books the 
children use, the opportunity was of- 
fered for creating a new commiselon. 
So there is a commission on free 
text-books. The cost of the commis- 
sion and the expenses of the com- 
missioners are paid with State funds, 
despite the fact that California sup- 
ports one of the most expensive State 
boards of education in the country. 
REDWOOD PARK COMMISSION. 
When a grove of big trees in Cali- 
fornia was purchased by the State 
and reserved as a public place the 
opportunity was offered for another 
busy little commission. It is known 
as the Redwood Park Commission, 


This commission has been something 


of a weakling, but there are hopes 
of expansion. It is npt spending its 
share of the loot and it is possible 
that a change in the personnel of 
the commission may be necessary 
before it will eat as much as a gcrow- 
ing commission should. 


OPTOMETRY COMMISSION,

& part of the extravagance in the 
employment of legal counsel by the 
State. California has the highest in- 
heritance tax rates in the United 
States. Whenever the rates are 
boosted .the expense of the Inheri- 
tance Tax Bureau is doubled. The 
last Legislature appropriated %$150,- 
600 for salaries and current  ex- 
penses of the inheritance tax depart- 
ment, 
BUILDING AND LOAN COMMIS- 
SION. | 
California’s building and loan so- 
cleties are too prosperous to be over- 
looked by the State machine in its 
search for provender from the ple 
counter. In place of carrying the 
bullding and loan companies as a 
pert of the banking department, a 
separate commission has been cre- 


ated with a high-salaried politician 


at ite head. . 
This commission gets its revenue 
direct from the building and loan 
associations, and for that reason it 
receives no appropriation from the 
general fund. In this way the Bulid- 
ing and Loan Commissioner is en- 


abled to regulate his expenses to 


suit himself without reference to the 

Legislature.

MOVE TO END 
SARDINE WAR. 


State to Set Prices as War 
Measure for Food. 


Great Harbor Industry to 
Soon be Resumed. 


Drastic Measures Proposed 
First Unnecessary. 


As an important step in the con- 
Servation of food the State is ex- 
pected to take steps within a few 
Gays to fix the price at which fish- 
ermen must sell their sardines to 
the canneries at the harbor. This 
action is expected to follow a rigid 
personal investigation of the can- 
ning industry at the harbor a few 
Gays ago by Ralph Merritt, food 
administrator in California. 

For several weeks the fishermen, 
mostly Japanese, and a few Italians, 
have been on a estrike for higher 
prices for their catches. The result 
ig that a new and important in- 
dustry had been paralyzed and sev- 
eral hundred men and women who 
might be steadily employed in con- 
serving a valuable food product are 
out of work, besides several hun- 
dred fishermen, their boats and gear 
Valued at over a million @ollars. 

DRASTIC STEPS PROPOSED. 


Drastic steps were proposed to 
settle the strike and Mr. Merritt 
came down from San Francisco to 
pass on the fearibility for applying 


product of the tuna canneries to 
keep them going during the winter 
months, has equaled the tuna sut- 
put. The supply ef sardines is al- 
most unlimited and enables the 


them. It has been proposed to fix 
the price that the canneries shall 
pay fishermen, as well as the selling 
price, and then if the fishermen re- 
fused to go out for fish thdir boats 
were to be confiscated and operated 
under the direction of the State Fish 
anti Game Commission. It is not 
believed, however, that such drastic 
action will be necessary. 


The canmers and the fishermen 
have had several conferencés 4dur- 
ing the past week and it is believed 
that within a few days the entire 
fishing fleet will be at work again. 
A few of the boats have already 
fone out. The fishermen first de- 
manded $20 per ton and later came 
down to $17. The canners say ‘that 
good profits ‘can be made fishing for 
sardines at $10 per ton and that 
they have to compete with Mon- 
terey canneries, which get all they 
can use at that figure. 

The canning industry is growing 
by leaps and bounds at the harbor 
and promises to become one of the 
most important in this section of 
the State. The discovery of a cheap 
method of canning sardines in a 
round can is revolutioning the in- 
dustry. The method was. perfected 
by Wilbur Wood, one of the pioneer 
sardine packers on the Pacific Coast, 
who came here from Maine. It «was 
firet introduced at the Van Camp 
cannery here.

r. Gwynn, Unterrified by the immense Reputation of Mrs. Humphry Ward, 
Whose Latest Novel, “Missing,” ig Aiso Given Attention—“The Sturdy 
Oak,” a Book that Fourteen Authors Wrote to Aid the Cause of Suffrage. 
“The Rise of David Levinsky,” a Novel of Considerable Importance, by Abra- 
ham Cahan—*All in It,” a Story of War by Maj. lan Hay Beith—Other Books,

H to be assigned to the work of writing 
a biographical and critical estimate 
of Mrs. Humphry Ward for the “Writer of 
the Day” series (Henry Holt & Co.) I cannot 
understand.

develops a passion that is expressed in son- 
nets for a lady's eyebrows or dimples.

Ward might be a bug under a microscope for 
all of the symptoms that he shows of car- 
ing what she may think of his conclusions 
which is not the proper critical spirit. 
What business has he to write of Eng- 
land’s foremost lady novelist if he cannot 
rave a bit?

All of 
these are well-known authors, some of them 
top-notchers in the best-celler class, all are 
more or less high priced, and all contributed 
their services to “The Sturdy Oak,” which

Mr. Gwynn proceeds to remark that her 
writings “have no pretension to humor or to 
wit, writings which, In so far as they are

Mrs. Ward's value as he sees it is in ber 
faithful picture of English life: “Her gur- 
vival te assured, his (Trollope’s) for the 
purposes of history. Mrs. Ward 
will also go down to posterity as the writer 
who has known how to dramatize in an in- 
teresting fashion, not so much the life as 
the intellectual tendencies of her own gen-

In conclusion Mr. Gwynn, after making a 
survey of Mrs. Ward's books in a way that

has discovered a subtle device through

She fatis, think, fn the last 
resort, not because she is too much of the 
good citizen, but because she is too little 
of an artist. She would sooner found an tn- 
fluential sect than write a supremely good 
book. That is a perfectly natural ambtl- 
tion, but one incompatible with the hichest 
‘literary success.” 

But Mr. Gwynn does not fully explain 
her amazing popularity. “The blazing suc- 
geass of ‘Robert made her a 
gonage,” and since 1888 she has been not 
only popular, but considered by many oe | 
writer of high value. 

But why? I do not know. That she writes 
of lords and ladies, bishops and 
politicians, and writes of them out of the 
intimacies of family connection and personal 
friendships, has done much to make her 
dearly beloved by a certain class of fiction- 
tes. But that is hardly sufficient to ac- 
count for her continued prestige.

“The Rise of David Levinsky.” 


Abraham Cahan’s “The Rise of David ia 
vinsky” (Harper & Bros.) is an unusually ef-

books, any more than that Brazil nuts are 
better than black walnuts, but the flavor of 
each is distinctive.

ART UNCHANGEABLE? 


In discussing the work of the brush Dr. 
Cox shows no tendency to seek contro 
versy. He finds pleasure im the first of

‘Carambart’ ‘Donner 
and Blitzen!’—all were once asseverative 
and denunciatory, but time has rubbed away 
their keen points and biting edges, just as 
waves and sand in time render harmless a 
bit of glass on the seashore. ‘Thunder and 
lightning!’ says the German, and some re- 
mote and devout ancestor shivers in the 
grave at this carelessly profane reference to 
the weapons of almighty Thor. 

“Most of our own commonplace exclama- 
tions might be traced back toan earlier day 
when the vigor of their youth was still 
within them. Imagine two old Romans 
standing upon the deck of a ship gazing up- 
on the eruption of Vesuvius. They watch in 
awestruck silence, until one of them gasps.

But though the material has nothing to 
recommend it, Miss Bottome has performed 
wonders. She has many subordinate 
characters, as Julian’s mother, as Mr. Trav- 
ers, as Mrs. Waring, who engage her inter- 
est; and her ability ¢o tell a commonplace 
story with something electric crackling 
through the text, to focus sharply on the 
little conflicts of character, to swing an 
idea into place without the tedious pyre 
miding of words, all contribute to makd 
old-fogy critics again Goff their caps. And 
it would be an injustice not to mention 
Miss Bottome’s crisp irony and bright 
humor. All in all, perhaps one may for 
give her the worthless plot and revamped 
hero.

From the time that it was announced 
that American literature was to be given 
gurvey and appraisal on lines similar to 
those which has required fourteen volumes 
for Emelish literature in the Cambridge 
history, there has been a soothing sense of 
satisfaction among those who have acri- 
yooniously lamented the lack of anything 
at once comprehensive and authoritative on 
our native letters. The Cambridge History 
of English Literature is the paramount hie 
tory of English literature; and the first 
volume of the Cambridge History of Amert- 
ean Literature or 


task in three volumes is not surprising 
whee other historians have considered one 


adequate; but that they do not contemplate}. 


coming down later than 1900 is disappoint- 
ing. Of course the reason is that 
those, or most of them, who have con 
tributed to literary movements since 1900 
@re still alive; and perhaps it is the dis- 
cretion impressed upon critics in the Stone 
‘Age by offended authors that causes them 
even in this year of our Lord to be reluctant 
te carry their histories of literature right 


_. own to the minute; though the historians 


will explain that reluctance readily enough 
by remarking that comtemporaries cannot 
be accurately appraised until they die, be- 
Cause unti) they die they have not finished 
their work. -Which is a fallacy, because a 
man finishes a definite piece of work every 
time he writes “finis,” and if the book is 
worth anything it is not necessary to wait 
until he is dead to say so—or otherwise. 

But I am anticipating the omissions of 
the third volume when only the first is on 
the tapis. The editors say of the history: 
“We would call attention to the following 
as perhaps its chief distinctive features: 
(1) «It is on a larger scale than any of its 

which have carried the story 
from colonial times to the present genera- 
tion; (2) It is the first history of Ameri- 
can literature composed with the collabora- 
tion of a numerous body of scholars from 
every section of the United States and 
Canada; (3) It will provide for the first 
time an extensive bibliography for all 
periods and subjects treated; (4) It will 
be a survey of the life of the American people 
as expressed in their writings rather than 
a history of belles-lettres alone... 
we have made it our primary purpose to 
represent as adequately as space allowed 
all the periods of our national past, and to 
restore the memory of writers who are 
neglected because they are forgotten and 
because they are no longer sympathetically 
understood.” 

The present volume begins with a history 
of the tracts and “faithfu) accounts” writ- 
ten by the earliest explorers and adventur- 
ers, of whom Capt. John Smith is the best 
known, most interesting, and probably as 
unreliable as any. Naturally follow the Puri- 
tan divines, with Jonathan Edwards ag the 
overshadowing figure; then the colonia) 
philosophers and Franklin step into prom- 
inence. Three unusual chapters completing 
the first book of the volume take up colonial 
newspapers and ‘magazines, American polit- 
ical writings and the beginnings of verse, 
1610-1808. 

The second book begins the Early Na- 
tiomal Literature which will be continued 


’ fm, and entirely fill, the second volume of 


the series. Beginning is made with the 
travelers and observers, the early drama, 
the early essayists, the early novelists, 
Bryant and minor poets, and Emerson forms 
the conclusion. | 
That is but the most cursory bird's-eye 
view of the volume’s contents. It remains 
te be said with emphasis that each chapter 
has been written by a student of that par 
ticular phase of the literary history, and 
not by one or two men attempting to 
straddle two centuries. Paul Elmer More, 
of whom somebody would have to write in 


 hKhigh terms if the third volume of the his- 


tory came down past 1900, contributes the 
chapters on Edwards and Emerson. The 
essay on Emerson is among the very first 
things that Mr. More has written; it is 
surprisingly short, but somehow seems to 
have sympathetically penetrated all phases 
of the philosopher and poet, and to have 
‘yveiced what Bmerson’s countrymen have 
been long and laboriously trying to say of 
him. Prof. Woodbridge Riley, who has al-: 
ready in yolumeg of his own written the 
authoritative study of the American mind and 
its philosophical vagaries, gropings and dis- 
coveries, ig the author of the chapter on 
“Philosophers and Divines, 1720-1789.” Stuart 
P. Sherman, professor of English at the 
University of Illinois, is the author of the 
chapter on Franklin: Maj. George Haven 
Petnam of the chapier on Irving, and each 
of the other chapters is written by an ac

Diaries and Journals, who writes them 
now-a-days? Yet how poor were we without 
those records of the past. What would the 
reign of Charles II mean to us lacking Pepys, 
genial gossip and shrewd observer, ee 
Evelyn, who, staunch loyalist though he was, 
viewed with grave disapproval the gaiety of | 
the Restoration court, and left more than one 
| great picture of it? What could make for 
the loss of Harvey’s memoirs of the reign 
of George Il, surely the most minute por- 
traiture of @ royal circle drawn with Ho- 
garthian satire? 

How could we dispense with Fanny Bur- 
ney’s Diary with its glimpses of the “dear 
King and the sweet princesses,” and the 
keen comment on lesser folk, who are as- 
sured of undeserved imortality in those 
pages. Or the Journal of the relens of 
George IV and William IV by Greville, in- 
dispensable to the student of history or 
manners. But valuable as these are they 
have not the charm of a glance into the 
secret chamber of some human heart. These 
are the hid treasures of literature, appreci- 
ated by the few, and yielding to them an 
aroma of memory and feeling. Who turns 
the leaves of Amiel’s Journal unmoved? 
“Amiel,” says his accomplished translator, 
“is full of contradictions and surprises, 
which are indeed one great source of his 
attractiveness.” And again, “he is the 
successor of St. Augustine and Dante, the 
brother. of Obermann and Maurice de Gue- 
rin.” 

Maurice de Guerin indeed excited the ad- 
miration of Sainte Beuve and Matthew 
Arnold, whose tributes to the young poet 
and his devoted sister Eugenie mirror 
those sensitive spirits, so united yet so un- 
like, both passionately loving the visible 
world, but she renouncing it. 

In the Journal of Marie Bashkirtseff we 
may watch the progress of the malady of 
soul and body which consumes her, as in 
the Journal of John Woolman and of Jobn 
Wesley you may behold the indomitable 
courage of calm spirits, and in Emerson the 
asured confidence of the philosopher, de- 
tached from the tumult of life. This over- 
flow of personality often reveals rare nat- 
ures. Among the names which spring to 
recollection are those of Sir Walter Scott, 
of Dorothy Wordsworth, of Crabb Robin- 
son, the undying “Journal to Stella” of 
Swift, which holds the story of the hearts 
of two women. And later, Richard Jeffer- 
fes's disclosures of his ardent comradeship 
with nature, the pensive retrospect of 
George Gissing, and, only now accessible, 
the Journal of Count Leo Tolstol.

MANDRAGORA POEMS. By John Cowper 
Powys. G. Arnold Shaw, New York. 


Prof. Powys is intense and bizarre. It is 
perhaps quite natural that be should carry 
his platform manner into his poetry, and 
certainly the affectations that make him 
interesting on the stage are not impercep- 
tible in print. He is indubitably a poseur, 
but those who are not poseurs are usually 
dull and tiresome. He very nearly does 
the work of three men and in the manner 
of three men, for his rhetorical outbursts 
which are called essays are distinct in 
every way from his novels, which are solid 
and penetrating books; while his verse 
shows another facet of his remarkable abil- 
ity. Truly, Prof. Powys may be — 
for his attitudinicing. 
“Mandragora” is quite macabre, but 
poetic; at times causing one to remember 
Raudelaire, and there are poems, such as 
“Mortmain,” which will prevent any sensi- 
tive person from ever forgetting Powys. 
“Mortmain”— 
“Gray and ghostly cypresses | 
Meet above our bed. 

That is surely why she presses 
Close to me her head. 

Dead are we. Be quite at rest! 
There can be no harm 

If across whit was her breast” 
I should lay my arm.

ly, Prof. Powys is not bizarre. Normally, 
he is very conventional and almost com- 
monplace in his respect for the old repu 
tation and forms: but also he has a fine 
appreciation of dramatic values. This is 
especially displayed in “God,” in “Opti- 
mism,” in “Pax Vobiscum.” The contribu- 
tion of “Mandragora” is one of more in- 
terest than value. It requires no great dis 
crimination to perceive that Prof. Powys 
had his tongue in his metaphysical cheek 
in the writing of these verses, and it takes 
something more than deftness of phrase, 
weird conceptions and a dramatic skill to 
conceal insincerity in a poet.

ity of wealth. She offers these engaging 
thoughts with a naive belief that hers is a 
lone mind creating sublime athesis for an 
unappreciative multitude, but, as she writes, 
“T cannot hide my thoughts merely because 
they meet no response, for after all, there 
is not in all the world a single great belief 
that was not once the unregarded posses 
sion of a single mind.” 

And while Her Ladyship talks of the sub- 
Yimities of a coming Socialism, a ribald pub- 
lic cannot help recalling a regrettable little 
incident anent the Warwick jewels. It was 
about twelve years ago that the Countess 
was taking Socialism as a fervent condl- 
ment, and in a super-surfeit of ecstacy said 
she would sell her jewels and give the pro 
ceeds to the Socialista. Even the British pa- 
pers vouchsafed her headlines on the sub- 
ject. And then a horrid Socialist leader 
later announced that he did not wish to 
belittle Her Ladyship’s generosity, but it 
had certainly come as a surprise to dis 
cover a Countess'’s jewels, which an unin- 
formed public considered were almost price- 
leas treasures, evidentiy had no greater 
value than one bundred pounds sterling, 
which was the amount Her Ladyship had 
contributed to the Socialists as a result of 
her great sacrifice!

The story about the German Crown Prince 
told in “Memories Discreet and Indiscreet” 
(2. P. Dutton & Co.) would certainly have 
belonged, in the days before the war, in 
the latter class. The book is written by 
an unnamed Englishwoman, evidently of 
social prominence, although she describes 
herself on the title page as “A Woman of 
No Importance.” It was in those years 
which now seem so long ago when Ger- 
many was still outwardly friendly with 
the rest of the world that the Crown 
Prince made a visit to India, with the most 
brilliant welcomes, proceedings and social 
functions marking bis tour. At a ball in 
one city he met a very beautiful lady and 
during his stay in that place paid her 
devoted attention. Afterward, while the

constrained to admit that she has 
chosen wisely and well. A compari- 
son with other painters of today, not 
modernists, but not Spanish, might 
not redound so completely to her 
credit, but on this occasion we will 
survey only the four walls of the 


tures, of which there are the lucky 
number of thirteen, have an astan- 
ishing vitality, am amazing carrying 
quality. Thep are far away when 
you enter the gallery, but the young 
women of the portraits hail you with 
an insistent directmess that makes 
them ‘heard—or is seen—all that 
great distance. And the zinnias and 
marigolds of the flower pieces de- 
clare at once that they were not born 
to hide their fuster in dark corners. 
To contifjae, their enthusiasm and 
naivette cake you in spite of your- 
self ard your preconceived notions 
of waat a picture should be. I used 
to fave serious disagreements with 
Miss Shore, but I am not at all sure 
that I have them any more. At any 
rate, they are not nearly so serious 
as they were, and it is barely— 
very barely—possible that she may 
some day convince me that she was 
in the right and I in the wrong in 
all our differing opinions on paint. 
After studying Miss Shore's pic- 
tures with considerable interest 
and pleasure—a pleasure, however, 
not unmixed with some disapprovals 
~—I glanced casually at those of the 
Spaniards to the right and the left 
of them, I was dumfounded. How 
fat, stale and unprofitable these 
canvases had become: how dull, 
dead and muddy in color. The trans- 
formation seemed unbelievable, till 
I looked back at Miss Shore's and 
knew that she had turned the trick. 
Advantage one for the modest Amer- 
ican modernist. | 
Advantage two was made appar- 
ent when I studied the light as well 
as the life in her pictures. She had 
sought for a brilliant ecale, and had 
almost achieved it. Not without sac- 
rifices, of course, and some sacri- 
fices that it seéms to me were by no 
means absolutely neces#ary. For 
instance, the drawing was at times 
a littic haphazard, and though we 
have the authority of no less a 
critic than Willard Huntington 
Wright, in hig “Modern Painting,” 
for Cezanne’s departure from the 
vertical in his upright lines, I think 
I agree with M. Bernard, with whom 
Mr. Wright takes issue. M. Bernard's 
explanation that these irregularities 
in Cezanne are the result of defec- 
tive eyesight. Mr. Wright thinks 
untenable. “While slanting his line 
and distorting his volume,” Mr.

}aciously moulding the parts to echo 
the organization of the whole.” 

Was Miss Shore following in the 
footsteps of Cezanne when she 
painted her “Walls and Hills?” 1} 
wonder. The walis of Los Angeles, 
red and white and yellow, are reel- 
ing drunkenly toward blue and pink | 
and green hille—and this, too, the 
day after our town had voted dry. 
The vases in her still-lives have al- 
so this tendency to lean away from 
the perpendicular. When, years ago, 
I painted still-life, my vases did the 
same, and I had to go through a 
mental effort to see them straight. 
I wondered about it, until at last I | 
discovered I had a. slight astigma- 
tism. After that, my planes remained 
where they were put. 

Miss Shore's studies of flowers are 
so delightful that I wish she would 
do more of them. They are un- 
hackneyed in arrangement—as, in- 
deed, all her pictures are—and they 
have wonderful decorative beauty 
and value. How richly attractive is 
“Riowl of Zinntas,” the stiff, brilliant 
flowers seen against a blue piece of 
drapery, the Dbilack bowl holding 
them placed on a red lacquered tray. 
And “Anemones with Marigolds,” 
the luscious anemones set In a low, 
fiat and figured bowl, the bright 
marigolds in a light-blue ginger jar, 
both bouquets seen against an earth- 
en pot holding green follage. Some- 
what lese successful, though it has 
beauty, too, is “Canterbury Bells,” 
whose wands of pink and blue bios- 
soms contrast. effectively with the 
green of the jug that contains them. 

IT have already mentioned the 
“parrying” powers of her portraits. 

n Old Man” holds the center of 
the wall, and it is the largest but 
by no means the best of the char- 
acter studies. It has hardly been 
carried beyond the stage of the vivid 
sketch, yet its energy is undeniable. 
Tt is also finely sympathetic. But 
Miss Shore paints Women better 
than she paints men, with a firmer 
grasp. and on these her sense for 
decorative arrangements has a bet- 
ter chance at fulfilling what it seeg 
and feels. 

Nos. 3, 6 and 10 on the catalorue 
are three exceedingly Interesting 
portraite of young women, though 
the fi fe called “The Japanese 
Searf” and the last is “Mother and 
Child.” No. 6 bears some evidence 
of being a self-portrait, but only the 
aura of Miss Shore haunts the can- 
vas. I like everything but the back- 
ground, whose pale bive its (furry 
and lacks quality. The larce yellow 
hat ts beantifully painted, and so is 
the red shawl (technically known asa 
& Paisley, ts it not?)—and the flesh 
is laid tn with tender strokes of the 
brush. The mother in “Mother and 
Chila” has a charmingly loevely 
head, but the babe has the old, 
Wise and experienced look that this 
artist gives to almost all the very 
young children she paints. The 
scheme of color is admirable, and 
very attractive—until you come to 
the white frock of the babe, which 
is a8 yellow aa the make-up of a 
movie actor. The same saffron yel- 
low t# found tn the complesion of 


fully posed, on the roof a twelve- 
story building. 

Perhaps the best of all the - 
traits is “The Japanese Scarf,” a 
dark-haired girl in black, who has 
a gypsyish complexion, full of color 
and vitality, and whose tan scarf is 
thrown carelessly ‘over one shouwul- 
der. The mouth of the girl declares 
prunes and p s, but not the eyes. 
In this portragt Miss Shore has at- 
tained to a truer feeling of flesh 
than in any other, unless we except 
the woman (not the child) in. 
“Mother and Child.” 

I have room for a mere mention 
of other pictures in thig inviting ex- 
hibition—The North Window,” 
“From the Studio Window” and that 
lushly-painted pastoral, full of flow- 
ing rhythm, “The Promenade.” 
Truly, Miss Shore is “coming on.” 


Landscapes by Orrin White. 

Orrin White has an exhibition of 
some twenty landscapes of Southern 
California in full swing at the 
Battey gallery, in, Pasadena, yet 
while in the very midst of it he 
joined the camouflage corps, ang al- 
most before the exhibition closes he 
will be somewhere in France. So 
ewifty do men and events move in 
this hot time of war. So swiftly are 
artists moulded into heroes. 

Mr. White may have painted 
other things besides California land- 
scapes, but I have never seen those 
other pictures, and I have my 
doubts about them. But his Cali- 
fornia is so etic and beautiful, 
with such tender afterglows linger- 
ing on its high mountain 
that one worffiers what he will do 
with the camouflage. Will he trans- 
want California to France, painting 
our mountains so perfectly that the 
Boches will revert to their old orig- 
inal Teytonic sentimentalities, and 
thus, lost im raptures, be lost as 
warriors? Camouflage, they say, 
works miracles. 

Meanwhile,the mountains already 
painted by Mr. White are here for 
us to enjoy, and we are assured by 
the ewner of the gallery—which, by 
the way. been much enlarged 
and improved—that they harbor no 
pitfalls, that there are no bombs 
hidden behind the beautiful ex- 

of canvas. Too, it is pleasant 
to record that these are the best 
pictures so far painted by the young 
Pasadena artist, though what tech- 
nical tricks may develop through a 
course In camouflage we cannot sur- 
‘mise or say.

HOOKWORM DISEASE 
THREATENS PAPUA. 


MALADY BELIEVED WORKING 
JTS WAY TOWARD HUGH 
ANTIPODEAN. 


[A. P. POREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. | 

SYDNEY (Australia) Oct. 
Hockworm disease will spread ere 
long all over Papua (British New 
Guinea) uniess vigorous steps are 
taken at once to check it, in the 
opinion of Dr. J. H,. Waite of -the 
Rockefeller: Foundation, who has 
just investigated the matady in the 
huge island north of Australia. 

“The International Health Board,” 
said Dr. Waite, “found that 65 
per cent. of the natives work- 
ing on plantations were infected 
with hookworm, and per cent. 
of the natives in villages.” 

Dr. Waite pointed out that un- 
der present conditions the disease 
could be eradicated at reiatively 
small gost; whereas if allowed tc 
spread, a most formidable task 
would be presented. “The Interna- 
tional Health Board,” he explained, 
“has made an offer to the govern- 
ments of Queensland and New 
South Wales, to conduct an anti- 
hookworm campaign in_ infested 
districts provided these States will 
defray a third of the total cost.”

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 22.—-[{To the 
Editor of The Times:] 1 have asked 
many doctors, “Can you cure as- 
thma?” have had various an- 
sWers varying from plain to 
piain “yes.” I think those who said 
positively were the most con- 


ecientious as well as the best ac-' 
quainted with the disease. One 
Prominent specialist said, “We 


would soon find out how to cure it 
if we knew the cause.”’ Unfortunate- 
ty a doctor would hardly understand 
the cause when told unless he had 


duction or the foundation of voice 
production. The cause of asthma is 
weak breath pressure. In an article 
on tuberculosis a few weeks since I 
quoted a Hindu scientist as giving 
the cause of tuberculosis of the 
lungs as “due to lowered vitality 
‘faused by insufficient air being in- 
haled through imperfect breathing.” 

In most cases of asthma, however, 
the lungs seem to be particularly 
strong and free from disease, 80 
much so that it is said that an @s- 
thmatic is usually safe from tubercu. 
losis. The lings themselves are not 
the cause of asthma in any way, in 
fact they are generally kept so in- 
flated with air, which the patient is 
not able to exhale, that they are 
kept in a healthy cendition. The 
weak breath pressure is caused by 
a weakness ef the muscies either of 
the diaphragm or of the muescies 
connecting the diaphragm with the 
lower abdominal muecles. These 
muscles have all to be greatly de- 
veloped in order to obtain perfect 
support for the singing voice, and 
when these muscles are properly de- 
veloped and the breathing perfected 
asthma cannot exist. Unfortunately 
for the cure of asthma, people who 
have been long afflicted have not 
only lost faith in doctors, through 
long experience, but they have gen- 
erally been fooled so often that they 
have not faith to try a remedy 
which they do not understand. A 
vocal student expects nothing but 
hard work for the first year, and is 
lack of 
resulta before they are due. An as- 
thmatic, if persuaded to co through 
the training of a vocal student, ex- 
pects to be free from chronic as- 
thma in six weeks and seldom can 
be induced to perservere until even 
an improvement ie possible. I have 
seen ca of chranic asthma of 
twenty years’ standing cured in four- 
teen months. I have seen cases of 
three years’ standing cured com- 
pletely In three months. It depends 
on the strength of will and body of 
the patient. Some cases would, of 
necessity. take as long as two years 
to permanentiy cure, especially if 
the patient is corpulent. It is not 
necessary to have so much breath 
pressure to cure asthma as it to 
obtain a perfectiv supported voice, 
but an asthmatic has seldom a tenth 
of the enthusi&sm of a vocal student, 
and all body-building requires en- 
thusiasim. 

So few understand the term breath 
pressure as applied to health that I 
will try te explain just what if 
means. A man may blow a trom- 
bene very effectively, but have no 
breath pressure of any value for 
health. If an tnetrument to test 
the pressure of air could be insert- 
ed into the therax or lung cavity 
perhaps it would be' possible to ob- 
tein a fair estimate of breath pres- 
sure, but it must be the normal 
pressure that ie the same during 
beth sleeping and waking periods, 
and has no connection with the 
power to blow hard. Nature has 
supplied the cure for asthma in most 
cases by making it necessary to 
cough. If an asthmatic breathed 
perfectly (which he never does) of 
even fairly well, the cough would be 
upwards, raising the whole of the 
internal @r@ans anil by degrees, in- 
creasing the pressure of breath. Un- 
fortunately an asthmatic always 
coughs downwards, causing a grad- 
ual forcing down of all the internal 
organs and thereby decreasing the 
breath pressure until it is leas and 
lems possible to get rid of a deep 
breath and the result is an accelera- 
tion of the d@isense instead of the 
cure that nature intended. 

It ie not fair to expect doctors to In- 
vestigate right breathing, much less 
to teach it. Should a doctor teach 
right breathing and make all his pa- 
tient# well without medicine, he 
would soon be without a living, and 
if he failed in even a few cases, he 
would soon have the reputation of a 
quack Doctors, like vocal teachers, 
have to find out what the patients

All-day Meeting. 


Teachers Division of 
Section Lay Plans. — 


Subjects of importance to | the 
school system of the State were dis- 
cussed at an all-day session of the 
California Council of Education, -held 
yesterday at the Hall of Records. 
It was presided over by E. M. Cox 
of Oakland, president of the organ- 
ization. The attendance included 
teachers and principals from 
throughout the State. 

A feature of the meeting was the 
report of County Superintendent of 
Schools Keppel on the referendum 
Placed upon the Assembly bill, which 
seeks to limit the tax levy for school 
purposes, 

There also was a long discussion 
upon the advisability of keeping 
competent teachers permanently tn 
designated schools, it being contend- 
ed that constant changing is not 
ai to the best educational re- 
sults. 

George L. Leslie led a discussion 
upon the advisability of giving more 
attention in the future to industrial 
education of aliens. The werid-wide 
War entered into the consideration 
of this question, it being pointed out 
that to an important extent aliens 
may take the place in industry of 
young men called to the colors. 

Some criticiem was iiade of the 
iiteracy test for immigrants, and it 
was noted that Southern «‘alifornia 
is dependent to a large degree upon 
foreign iabor, especially that from 
Mexico. It was argued that the law 
might be modified with advantage. 

TAX LIMITATION, — 

The chief objections made by Mr. 
Keppel to the tax Hmitation law 
were that it “forces the schools tn- 
to politica, and that so long as it 
shall be the law of the land, it will 
always be necessary for the schools 
to supplicate and bring pressure to 
bear, two things from which the 
echools ought to be relieved.” Pro- 
Visions should be made, he said, for 
an emergency allowance, and this 
emergency allowance should be «a 
part of the base for determining the 
next year’s income and increase of 
income if the emergency allowance 
were made as the result of growth, | 
or some other extraordinary condi- 
tion, which will econtinue.to exert its 
inflvence in succeeding vears. 

“But the allowance should not be 
a part of the base,” he argued, “if the 
granting of the allowance for a sin- 
gie year fulfill every purpose for 
which such an allowance is neces- 
sary. As for example: If the allow- 
ance was for the purpose of bullid- 
ing a bridge, or for erecting a eourt- 
house, or the doing of something of 
a permanent nature, whore cost lies 
aolely in the initial expenditure, 
then, the right te appeal to the 
State board of authorization onght 
to be veeted in the department or 
district, whese alloWance is believed 
to be ineufficient, instead of being 
Vested as it te “now, solely in the 
Board of Supervisors.”

LOCAL PRODUCE MARKET. 


According to the monthly crop 
Port of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, live-stock prices 
have increased during the month 
from September 15 to October 15. 
The prices of meat animals, hogs, 
cattle, sheep and chickens, to pro- 
ducers of the United States increased 
1.9 per cent. from Beptember 16 to 
October 15; in the past seven years 
prices inoreased in the same period 
1.4 per cént. On October 16 the in- 
dex figure of prices for these meat 
animals was about 62.2 per cent 
higher than a year ago, 87.3 per 
cent. higher than two years ago and 
$8.1 per cent. higher than the aver- /. 
age of the past seven years on Oc- 
tober 16. 

The first car of new crop navel 
oranges arrived in the lecal market 
yesterday, the same being consigned 
to Rivers Bros. Co. Prices for the

GOOD PROCESS FOR 
REFITTING PISTONS. 


When an old eset of pistons 
reaches the stage where replace- 
ment necessary, it is sometimes 
possible to avoid this expense by 
having the worn set expanded or 
ewelled. The process used for this 
is by heating tHe pistons one at a 
time in a bed of hot charcoal, which 
completely covers them. The char- 
coal is brought to a red heat and 
ts then allowed to cool, When the 
piston ts removed tt is found to be 
considerably swelled, sometimes as 
much as .004 of an inch, Pistons 
so treated are not as goed as new 
ones, but considerable empense ie 
saved, and the clearance is returned 
pretty close to normal.
